AHA the ſaid Traders Buy in very great Quantities of Paper 
Yearly, and Uſe the ſame in Preſſing and Packing of ſuch of the 
| Woollen- Manulacture only, as is ſent Abroad, by Annexing or 


Paſting together Two or Three Sheets, or more, of ſuch Paper as 
will have Paid the Duty now intended to be Laid by the BILL depending 
before this HoxnourasBLEe HOusxk. | 


THAT if the Duty intended to be Laid on Paſt-board, by the ſaid Bill, 
ſhall extend ro ſuch Paper as ſhall be fo Paſted together, the ſaid Traders and 
Exporters will (as they humbly conceive) inevitably be obliged to Pay a 
Dyty Twice fot - the very ſame Paper, if no Proviſion be made in the faid 
to Prevent the fame : So that the Duty firſt Laid on the Paper, and 
and then on ſuch thereof as all be Paſted together, as aforeſaid, will amount 
to Seventy per Gent. ad-V/alorem : Which will not only be an inſupportable 
. ce to the ſaid Traders, but a great Detriment to the Trade of the 
_  Woollen Manifaftnre” in ſelf, and will (tis fear'd ) give other Nations or 
Countries the Advaptage of Boing to Market Abroad Cheaper, and alſo En- 
= cafe great Gai of Woollen Goods to be Exported M bite.
